In  1920  the  first 
Scout  troop  was  formed,  and  suc- 
crodlnK  years  liad  witnessed  the 
addition  of  various  Important  feat- 
ures such  as  drill,  tennis,  library, 
etc.  The  gymnasium  was  added  in 
1923.  Tha  Cuba  were  otganlaed  in 
IMS.  In  ooiMhiaion  the  headmaster 
thanked  aU  who  had  co-oper- 
atad  with  him  in  the  buUding  up 
of  the  school,  and  bespoke  the  loyal 
support  of  all  parents. 

Dean  Qualnton's  address  was  of 
thr  bii.  fc.^r.  and  contained  a  con- 
densed expression  of  his  views  on 
the  purpose  of  a  good  achod,  etc., 
to  Inculcate  good  inaRaa><  pure 
morals,  tma  iBllgloa,  aad  sound 
learning. 

Following  the  pre.sentatlon  of 
prizes  three  resounding  cheers  were 
given  for  the  dean,  for  the  head- 
master, for  the  boys  who  were 
leaving,  for  the  masters,  and  for 
the  parents.
